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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on October 
19, 2007 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-8 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Scharschmidt et al (US 3,615,677) in view of Martinez-Bustos et al (US 
5,532,013). 

The reference and rejection are incorporated as cited in the previous Office 

action. 

Regarding newly added limitation of starch in non-steeped corn blend, it is noted 
that in addition to starch being contained in corn blend material, Scharschmidt et al 
discloses using soy flour (Abstract, Col. 1 lines 61-62, Col. 2 lines 1 1-29, 52-65, 64-69). 
In particular, Scharschmidt et al disclose that "[t]he soy flour provides an additional 
function in the process disclosed. Because of its high water absorbing properties, it 
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provides a matrix to hold the shaped paste pieces together until the starch present is 
partially gelatinized, whereupon the partially gelatinized starch becomes the primary 
binding agent" (Col. 2 lines 64-69). Applicants are also referred to specification pages 6- 

8: 

Sources of starches can include, but are not limited to, tubers, roots, 
legumes, cereals, grains, and combinations thereof. For instance, starches 
can be sourced from wheat, corn, potato, rice, barley, tapioca, sago, or any 
other suitable source. 

Further examples of added starches include waxy corn starch, oat starch, 
cassava starch, waxy barley starch, waxy rice starch, glutinous rice starch, 
sweet rice starch, amioca starch, potato starch, tapioca starch, masa corn 
flour, rice flour, tapioca starch, buckwheat flour, rice flour, oat flour, bean 
flour, barley flour, and mixtures thereof. 

Therefore, since Scharschmidt et al discloses soy flour (bean flour) from soy 
(legume), then Scharschmidt et al discloses starch as claimed.
